HIJACKERS TO BAGHDAD. EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT SEEMS TO BE 
STANDING FIRM REGARDING RETENTION OF EIGHT TERRORISTS 
CONNECTED WITH KHARTOUM INCIDENT. GIVEN FACT US CITIZENS 
ARE AMONG HOSTAGES, WE HAVE BEEN RESPONDING TO TUNISIAN 
REQUESTS FOR TECHNICAL ADVICE BASED ON OUR EXPERIENCE IN 
HANDLING HIJACKING SITUATIONS, BUT ARE AVOIDING GIVING ANY

SHOULD BE. 

3. FOR TUNIS: IF CHATTI FOLLOWS UP REQUEST REFTEL, 
AMBASSADOR SEELYE SHOULD REPLY THAT IT HAS APPARENTLY 
BEEN OVERTAKEN BY EVENTS AND THAT DEPARTMENT AND 
SECRETARY ARE BEING KEPT FULLY INFORMED OF SITUATION AS
